Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  ninth  annual  report,  which  is  the  fourth 
of  the  Occupation,  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Island  during 

*943- 

As  the  years  of  the  German  occupation  increase,  so  the  strain  on  the  popu- 
lation progressively  increases.  The  mental  effects  due  to  our  isolation  from  the 
Mother  Country  and  our  people  there,  and  to  the  general  anxieties  of  our  present 
situation,  together  with  the  physical  effects  of  inadequate  nutrition  and  cold  have 
without  doubt  caused  great  mental  depression  and  lowered  vitality  in  general. 

The  increased  death  rates  have  been  due  chiefly  to  deaths  among  the  aged, 
who  have  not  the  strength  to  resist  the  present  adverse  conditions,  and  these 
conditions  have  undoubtedly  caused  malnutrition  and  subnormal  growth  in  a 
large  proportion  of  the  children,  whose  feet  have  also  suffered  from  the  use  of 
footwear  having  wooden  soles. 

There  was  little  infectious  disease  amongst  the  civilian  population,  but  there 
was  an  outbreak  of  Typhus  early  in  the  year  amongst  the  foreign  labourers. 

Special  legislation  was  passed  for  compulsory  delousing  and  arrangements 
were  made  for  carrying  this  out  on  a large  scale. 
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Fortunately  the  disease  did  not  spread  to  the  civilian  population,  and  con- 
sidering that  there  were  at  that  time  about  20,000  German  troops  and  20,000 
foreign  labourers  in  the  Island,  a large  proportion  of  whom  were  lousy,  we  must 
consider  ourselves  very  lucky  to  have  escaped. 

I have  repeatedly  pointed  out  the  danger  of  an  outbreak  of  Typhus  in  the 
Island,  due  to  the  bringing  over  of  troops  and  labourers  without  previous  de- 
lousing.  The  German  Authorities,  however,  did  practically  nothing  until  the 
outbreak,  when  they  began  feverishly  to  delouse  the  troops  and  labourers. 

Cases  of  Venereal  Disease  have  declined  in  number,  and  the  essential  work 
done  at  the  Clinic  continued  to  be  carried  out  effectively;  full  use  has  been' made 
of  the  compulsory  powers  granted  in  1942. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Island  remained  very  bad,  whilst  practically 
all  the  houses  evacuated  by  the  Germans  were  found  to  be  in  a filthy  condition, 
and  stripped  of  practically  everything  removable.  Those  occupied  by  foreign 
labourers  were  left  in  a worse  condition,  and  were  practically  all  infected  with 
vermin.

POPULATION. 

The  civil  population  in  the  middle  of  the  year  is  estimated  at  22,641.  Seventy- 
nine  males  and  fifty-eight  women  and  children  were  evacuated  to  Germany  in 
February. 

BIRTHS. 

There  were  337  live  births,  males  180,  females  157,  a rate  of  14.9.  Stillbirths 
numbered  5,  and  illegitimate  births  were  51,  a rate  of  15. 1 per  cent  of  total  live 
births. 

DEATHS. 

There  were  414  deaths,  males  231,  females  183,  a rate  of  18.3  per  1,000,  as 
compared  with  a rate  of  22.3  per  1,000  for  1942. 

This  lower  rate  was  attributable  to  the  milder  winter. 

The  monthly  death  rates  during  the  Occupation  are  given  in  Table  IV. 

Owing  to  the  altered  age  distribution  of  the  population,  the  crude  death  rates 
of  the  Occupation  cannot  be  compared  usefully  with  the  pre-Occupation  death 
rates,  but  the  increase  of  the  death  rate  from  1941  to  1943  will  be  noted,  and  the 
marked  effects  of  the  severe  winters  of  1942  and  1944. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1943. 

Under  the  Ordonnance  “Ay ant  rapport  aux  Sages  Femmes”  medical  aid  was 
sought  in  39  cases.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

There  were  16  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  giving  a rate  of  47.5  per  1,000 
live  births.  This  rate  is  the  highest  since  1940,  but  is  still  quite  low. 

CANCER. 

There  were  55  deaths  from  cancer,  giving  a rate  of  2.4  per  1,000. 
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MARRIAGES. 

There  were  io 6 marriages,  giving  a rate  of  4.6  per  1,000. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  were  25  deaths  from  Tuberculosis;  20  Pulmonary  and  5 non-Pulmon- 
ary,  giving  rates  of  1.1,  0.9,  and  0.2  per  1,000  respectively,  as  compared  with  rates 
of  0.98,  0.90  and  0.08  for  1942,  and  rates  of  1.1,  1.0  and  0.1  for  1941. 

There  were  39  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


There  was  little  Infectious  Disease  amongst  the  civilian  population  during 
the  year. 

There  were  two  cases  of  Enteric,  one  of* these  being  a nurse  at  the  Emer- 
gency Hospital,  and  one  case  of  Paratyphoid. 

There  was,  however,  an  outbreak  of  Typhus  amongst  the  Foreign  labourers; 
I have  no  exact  information  as  to  the  number  of  cases,  but  I heard  that  there  were 
25  deaths.

Since  the  evacuation  of  Dr.  McGlashan  in  September,  1942,  periodical  visits 
have  been  made  to  the  schools  for  examination  of  the  children,  and  examinations 
of  children  referred  by  the  teachers  have  been  carried  out  at  Lukis  House.

NUTRITION 

The  food  situation  remained  much  the  same  as  in  1942,  although  the  effects 
of  continued  malnutrition  become  more  marked  with  each  additional  year. 

The  effects  of  continued  shortage  of  food  were  most  marked  in  the  children, 
a large  proportion  of  whom  are  considerably  underweight,  and,  more  disquieting- 
still,  are  in  many  cases  actually  losing  weight. 

There  were  again  1 1 deaths  from  Intestinal  Obstruction  and  3 from  Strangu- 
lated Hernia.  The  high  death  rates  from  these  diseases,  previously  noted,  has 
continued. 

INSPECTION  OF  HOUSES. 

This  work  has  been  continued,  and  sanitary  and  other  defects  remedied  as 
far  as  possible. 

A systematic  inspection  of  houses  was  begun  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
with  a view  to  forming  an  opinion  as  to  the  housing  position  when  the  refugees 
return  to  the  Island. 


MILK  SUPPLIES. 

The  quality  of  the  milk  was  maintained  fairly  well,  but  the  quantity  fell  con- 
siderably. There  were  five  prosecutions  of  farmers  and  eight  of  milk  retailers 
for  adulteration. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

By  the  efforts  of  Mr.  G.  Heggs,  the  Acting  Water  Engineer,  the  States  water 
supply  was  kept  reasonably  safe,  in  spite  of  the  great  difficulties  he  has  to  contend 
with. 


SANITATION. 

This  remained  in  much  the  same  disgraceful  state  as  in  1942. 
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B.O.H.  Clinic,  Town  Hospital,  St.  Peter  Port,  24th  June,  1944. 

Sir, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  second  Annual  Report,  which  is  the  sixth 
on  the  work  done  at  the  Board  of  Health  Clinic. 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  Appendix,  the  work  done  for  this  year  has  increased 
still  further  on  that  of  1942. 

1.  Male  Section. 


The  number  of  new  cases  of  Syphilis  has  increased  on  last  year  from 
2 to  6 and  for  Gonorrhoea  from  3 to  5,  while  the  number  of  attendances 
has  increased  from  51  for  Syphilis  and  232  for  Gonorrhoea  last  year  to 
160  and  341  respectively,  which  shows  a very  marked  increase,  particu- 
larly in  Gonorrhoea. 

2.  Female  Section. 

Here  again  the  new  cases  have  increased  from  3 to  5 for  Syphilis,  but 
decreased  slightly  for  Gonorrhoea  from  25  last  year  to  22,  while  the 
number  of  attendances  has  gone  up  from  75  for  Syphilis  to  268  and  from 
2,402  for  Gonorrhoea  to  2,456. 

3.  Bacteriological  Department. 

Again  there  is  a marked  increase  in  all  sections  of  this  Department  on 
last  year’s  figures  which  we  then  considered  heavy,  as  enumerated

Sir, 

I beg  to  forward  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1943.  The  year  under  review 
has  not  been  a happy  one  for  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  as  so  many  of  our  attempts 
at  ‘cleaning  up  the  island  appear  to  have  been  futile.  Owing  to  the  very 
cosmopolitan  population  of  foreign  labourers  on  the  island,  and  tire  lack  of  any 
hygiene  standards  amongst  the  various  nationalities,  no  co-operation  has  been 
possible.  The  German  Eorces  have  been  as  great  culprits  as  the  foreign  labourers 
(the  authenticity  of  this  statement  can  be  vouched  for  by  any  of  the  Inspectors 
of  this  Department).  This  is  an  extraordinary  state  of  affairs  in  a nation  which 
is  reputed  to  be  so  enlightened  in  social  codes  and  welfare.

MILK  ANALYSIS. 

A large  number  of  whole,  separated  and  retail  milk  and  cream  samples  were 
submitted  for  analysis.  Although  the  percentage  of  “ dirty  milks  ” may  seem 
high,  I do  not  think  it  unduly  so,  considering  the  extreme  shortage  of  materials 
available  for  farmers,  and  lack  of  modern  stables. 

In  addition  to  early  morning  and  afternoon  samples  taken  at  the  Separating 
Depots,  check  samples  in  transit  have  been  taken  from  the  Dairy  lorries.  Suc- 
cessful prosecutions  were  taken  during  the  year  against  two  farmers,  two  farmer- 
retailers,  and  six  retailers.

FOODS. 

As  in  previous  years  food  inspections  have  been  carried  out  at  retailers’  pre- 
mises, the  Essential  Commodities  Stores,  and  the  Guernsey  Jam  Factory. 
Approximately  5 cwt.  of  French  jams  have  been  examined  and  destroyed  as 
being  unfit  for  human  consumption.  The  remainder  of  the  consignments  were 
reboiled  before  being  distributed.  Other  imported  foods  examined  were  maca- 
roni, flour,  chocolate,  compressed  fruit,  canned  meat  and  vegetables.  When 
necessary  samples  have  been  submitted  for  analysis.  Ten  thousand  small  tins  of 
meat,  a few  tons-  of  vegetables  and  about  70  lbs.  of  margarine  were  destroyed. 

Samples  of  bread  have  been  taken  at  regular  intervals,  as  complaints  had  been 
received  that  some  bakers  were  producing  insufficiently  cooked  loaves.  Inter- 
views with  these  bakers  proved  that  in  several  cases  bread  was  being  baked  at  a 
temperature  of  500  degrees  for  45  minutes,  the  consequence  being  that  the  centre 
of  the  loaf  was  uncooked.  An  agreement  was  made  to  bake  at  450  degrees  for 
55-60  minutes  with  the  result  that  bread  was  greatly  improved.

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Concerning  the  general  work  of  the  Department,  a brief  paragraph  concern- 
ing the  V.D.  Hostel  may  not  be  out  of  place  here.  Female  V.D.  cases  had  been 
isolated  in  the  Town  Hospital,  but  as  they  were  being  notified  in  inci  easing 
numbers  it  was  thought  that  the  accommodation  there  was  becoming  over-taxed. 
The  assistance  of  the  Billeting  Officer  was  sought,  and  he  was  able  to  provide  us 
with  a fairly  large  unoccupied  house,  No.  33,  Hauteville.  On  Monday,  March 
29th,  I was  instructed  to  find  the  necessary  furniture  and  equipment  foi  fifteen 
patients,  and  to  have  the  house  ready  for  occupation  on  April  1st.  It  was  very 
difficult  to  find  everything  needed,  but  I was  very  fortunate  in  acquiring  the 
advice  and  help  of  the  Matron  of  the  Town  Elospital.  Her  services  were  in- 
valuable, particularly  as  regards  instructing  the  attendants  in  their  duties,  and 
advising  them  how  best  to  utilise  the  available  rations.  I was  fortunate  in  finding 
a grower  who  was  able  to  supply  the  necessary  vegetables,  and  has  continued  to 
do  so. 

Twenty-four  cases  were  admitted  during  1943. 

As  will  he  seen  in  the  table  relating  to  housing  inspections,  a large  number  of 
houses  have  been  inspected  to  ascertain  what  percentage  will  he  fit  for  post-war 
occupation.  It  is  rather  difficult  to  give  correct  figures,  owing  chiefly  to  the 
following  factors : — 

(1)  . Continued  re-letting  of  “evacuated”  houses,  which  have  been 

inspected. 

(2)  Deterioration. 

Assuming  that  early  supplies  of  building  materials  are  available,  it  will  he  a 
considerable  time  before  the  island  can  house  anything  like  its  formei  popula- 
tion. Also  it  seems  obvious  that  skilled  labour  wall  be  difficult  to  obtain. 

A large  number  of  houses  have  been  fumigated  and  cleansed  as  fat  as 

materials  have  permitted. 

Disinfections  have  been  carried  out  for  lice  and  scabies. 

The  Sanitary  Assistants  have,  as  in  previous  years,  done  very  satisfactorily, 
notwithstanding  very  unpleasant  work,  d he  Sanitary  Inspectors,  too,  have  had  a 
strenuous  year,  particularly  in  regard  to  early  morning  milk  inspections,  which 
they  have  performed  most  willingly  in  all  weathers.
